NEW DELHI, India (AP) - 


India, 
struggling urgently to 


achieve birth control, is suc- 
ceeding as well In death control. 


Thirty years ago, malaria 


chilled and fevered and weak- 
ened 100 million persons each 
year and one to two million 
died. 


Now, 
malaria hits less than 


100,000 a year and a death due 
to malaria has become a matter 
of curiosity, health officials say. 


But there are fires of other 


diseases to put out or dampen, 
including a curious, unexplained 
killer that for nine years has 
been snuffing out lives of chil- 
dren of Nagpur, a city in central 
India. 


The Health Ministry lists the 


current death rate at 16 per 1,- 
000 persons, down from 27.4 in 
1951. That means eight million 
deaths a year, many or even the 
bulk occurring among the 21 
million babies born each year. 


This gives India a net gain of 


12 million-plus per year, and 
family planning, it is hoped, will 
reduce the birth rate from Its 
present 40 plus per 1,000 to 18. 


Disease control is credited 


with boosting average' life ex- 
pectancy at birth toward 50 
years now, compared with 32 in 
the decade 1941-51. 


One sharp lance aimed at a 


host of other killer diseases is 
the National Institute of Com- 
municable Diseases, modeled 
after 
the Communicable Dis- 


ease Center, U.S. Public Health 
Service, in Atlanta, Ga. It is 
directed by a skilled physician- 
scientist, Dr. J. B. Shrivastava.

It does basic research 
on diseases, checks purity of 
drugs and heads up training of 
medical and supporting person- 
nel.

sive, concentrated attack using 
DDT spraying of "practically 
everything and every place," 
says Dr, Ernest Tierkel, a 
veterinarian of the Atlanta cen- 
ter, now working for the U.S. 
Agency for International Devel- 
opment, 
assisting the Indian 


government. 


Next came a consolidation 


phase, 
with 
mopup 
teams 


checking blood smears, histo- 
ries of illnesses, and respraying 
where malarial mosquitoes per- 
sisted. Now most of the country 
is 
under continuing surveil- 


lance. 


But the mystery disease in 


Nagpur, 450 miles east of Bom- 
bay, 
has experts baffled. Since 


1958, 
between March and Au- 


gust each 'year, It has struck 
down children under age 15 with 
fever, diarrhea, vomiting and 
convulsions, with 90 to 99 per 
cent dying. 


"It's being called encephali- 


tis, but that doesn't explain it," 
Dr. Tierkel says. "It's confined 
mainly to Nagpur, but there are 
occasional outbreaks in a few 
other places, last year it was 
fatal in 287 out of 323 cases, this 
year in 280 out of 296."

Q—What can I do to get rid 


of a soft corn? 


A—The soft corn, which 


usually occurs between the 
toes, is a form of ringworm 
and is amenable to treatment 
with Whitfield ointment and 
other ringworm remedies. Al- 


• though such remedies will get 


rid of the corn, there is no as- 
surance that it won't come 
back and have to be treated 
again. 


Q—My ankles are normal 


on arising but they swell dur- 
ing the day. My doctor says 
my heart and kidneys are O.K. 
What would cause this and 
can it be cured? 


A—Prolonged sitting, espe- 


cially in elderly persons and 
especially in the summer, may 
cause this. If the swelling is 
more pronounced on one side, 
it may be due to sitting with 
the legs crossed. A n o t h e r 
common and frequently over- 
looked cause in women is 
wearing tight-legged pantie 
girdles. If these causes apply 
to you, the treatment is obvi- 
ous. One-sided swelling may 
also be an early sign of a pel- 
vic tumor, so if no other cause 
is f o u n d , an examination 
should be made to rule this 
out.

pressed sawdust with glue 
that melted away when ex- 
posed to mo'.stu're. Today's 
dolls are made of a high-im- 
pact plastic.

A child under 
2 or 3 should play with a 
wooden pull toy, not an elec- 
tronic rifle range meant for 
a 10-year-old who should 
know how to care for a toy. 


"There are exceptions, of 


course," he added. "A few 
manufacturers sometimes of- 
fer a bad product. But if they 
do it more than once or twice, 
they don't last in the busi- 
ness. 


"You can't always blame 


faulty construction for toy 
breakage," he said. After all, 
there are housewives who 
break refrigerators and wash- 
ing machines. 


He defends television ad- 


vertising on the premise that

Merin b°lieves 


(and hopes, of course) that 
realistic musicpl toys will be 
big holiday sellers this year. 
But when asked for his defi- 
nition of a successful toy he 
replied that it's simply the 
one the kids ask for most. 


So if your pride and joy 


wants a Big Bash Snare Drum 
or a Polychord Electric Chord 
Organ or a Chocolate Factory 
or a workshop kit that makes 
Jeeps that roll and planes that 
fly, any one of them will be a 
successful toy in your family 
this Christmas.

Road Safety 
Standards 
Proposed 


WASHINGTON 
(AP) - No 


state now complies with all of 
the highway safety standards 
proposed by the federal govern- 
ment — and there are still more 
to come. 


Degree of compliance with the 


first nine standards suggested 
for Inclusion in state programs 
by the national highway safety 
agency varies widely. 


Only three states, for exam- 


ple, require motorcyclists to 
wear crash helmets. But 20 
states 
and the 
District of 


Columbia require periodic vehi- 
cle inspection. 


The nine interim proposals 


were submitted to the states 
this week for discussion and 
study. Details are to be worked 
out later. 


Dr. William Haddon Jr., agen- 


cy administrator, said he hopes 
to send all proposed standards 
to the states by Feb. 28. 


States must be implementing 


a safety program approved by 
the government by the end of 
1968 
or face possible loss of 


their highway safety funds and 
10 per cent of their federal road 
building money. 


There 
was little apparent 


criticism of the proposed high- 
way 
safety standards during 


three meetings the agency held 
this week with state, county, 
local and other safety officials. 


Most officials seemed more 


concerned 
with getting legal 


details — not yet available — 
turning proposals into hard leg- 
islation, obtaining federal aid 
and finding out how best to set 
up their programs. 


One proposed standard with 


which no state can now comply 
would require comprehensive 
driver training programs or sig- 
nificant expansion and improve. 
ment of existing programs, 


The National Education Asso- 


ciation said all states have some 
form of driver education pro 
gram 
working 
through local 


school districts although pro- 
grams vary widely. 


About 
13,000 public 
high 


schools - 70 per cent of the na. 
tion's total — offer some driver 
education. About 1.5 million stu- 
dents — half the eligible total - 
are enrolled,

American Association of Motor 
Vehicle Administrators said no 
state now requires alcohol tests 
on bodies of all drivers killed in 
single*vehicle creashes and of 
adult pedestrians, another of the 
proposed standards.
